During the last quarter of the sex outcenth century, Kussia Inid pustied her outposts as far as the northern 
tributaries of the Amur River, and had idaiited the Honrisliing town of .Mbazin, w'hlch commanded nearly tliree 
thousand acres of cultivated land. In 1 ( 1 S 4 the Uzar presented the town with a ooat-of-arms—a spread eagle, hold¬ 
ing a bow and arrow In Its claws—-synibolleal of mastor.v over the Chinese. Next year Albazin was assailed 
by a strong Manchu force, numbering nearly twenty thousand, armed with bows and sabres, fifteen cannon, and 
many inntctilocks. The Chinese general sent in a demand for surrender, written In Manchu, Polish and Rus¬ 
sian. and ns this was disregarded, a bombardment speedily reduced the town. The governor was forced to come 
to terms, and surrendered, hut recelve<l permission to march out with baggege and arms, the Chinese merely 
following to see that Russia made good her promise of retreat.

The 
trappers were employed by the day or 
worked the traps on shares. All the 
fishermen used row boats peculiar for 
their work. Save with rare excep¬ 
tions the boats were manned by two, 
both at the nets and the traps. One 
was called the puller and the other the 
fisherman. While the latter tended 
his nets or traps the puller guided the 
boat to suit the work. 

The nets were known as gill nets. 
These were stretched out their full 
lengtn in the water, which was many 
feet and even yards. Floaters were 
placed along the top of the net at 
proper distances to hold it in position 
while sinkers carried the bottom of 
the net deep into the water. The mesh¬ 
es of the net were of such size as would 
permit the entrance of the averge fishes 
head. When once it entered the mesh¬ 
es the gills were fastened and the fish 
held prisoner until removed by the 
fishermen. 

The traps, one of which Ringwold and 
Sankala tended, were constructed diff¬ 
erently. A large figure was formed in 
the shallow water by the driving of 
piles. It represented a heart and on 
either side extended long wings. The 
wings enclosed a semi-circle facing the 
ocean and immediately in the rear of 
where they come together was the large 
heart. A netting, called web, was 
stretched along the piles from the sur¬ 
face of the water to the bottom of the 
bay. By this means a perfect heart 
with wings was perfected. 

The valve of the heart opened im¬ 
mediately at the conjunction of the 
wings. This was at the sharp point of 
the “V” which is formed at the top 
of the heart. 

As a trap for fish it is a success. 
The salmon come up from the ocean 
and enter the mouth of the river fresh 
and strong. They run in great schools 
and follow the shallow channels laying 
their spawn as they go farther up the 
stream. 

W’hen the noses cf the fish strike the 
web forming the wings of the heart, 
they follow the wings to the center. 
Here they find their way through the 
opening into the heart. When once 
into the heart their capture is com¬ 
plete. They circle about the place 
passing the same apex of the heart 
through which they entered without 
ever discovering it as a means of escape, 
and are thus held as captives until the 
fishermen take them into their boats. 

They sometimes enter these traps by 
the hundreds within 24 hours. They 
range in weight from five to 20 pounds 
and larger. 

It was such a trap as this that Sau- 
kala and Ringwold tended for old Sea- 
dog at wages baiely suflicient to sus¬ 
tain them at best.

Cape Disappointment life saving 
station nestled beneath the rocks of the 
cliffs that extended far out over the sea. 

Many a mariner had met disappoint¬ 
ment here. For from the sea the spot 
looked like a jilace of refuge from the 
storm. But he who dared to trust it 
had often been dashed to death againgt 
its walls. 

Sliakerr and addled, as it were, while 
crossing the river bar, the mightiest 
rovers of tbe deep had been broken up 
here like glass rrpon the rocks. 

It was the treachery of its appearance j 
that gave name to the place. It was 
the great loss of life that had caused 
the government to establish a life sav¬ 
ing station at the foot of the cliffs. 

But the life savers had a double duty 
to peiform. The purpose for which 
they were originally placed there was 
insignificant to the duty that later de¬ 
veloped. They were provided by the

Once across this 
line and the frail craft of the fisherman 
w’as at the mercy of the undertow and 
many a toiler was dragged to his death 
ere the government protectors of life 
could reach the spot in boats prepared 
for the purpose. 

The lighthouse stood upon the high¬ 
est point of the cape overlooking the 
sea. Beneath its shadow stood a small 
structure barely large enough inside 
for one man to stand, turn about and 
sit down. It was built of glass save 
that its framework anal roof was made 
of iron. The glass was thiik and al¬ 
most as strong as iron for it required 
strength to witlistand the terrible 
storms that beat upon it from the sea.

“Signal distress off Disappontment 
rocks! Boat shoving for breakers 
like a rocket! Girl at the oars; is 
poweiless—think it is Sankala, the 
old chemist’s daughter.” 

“Bing, bing, bing, bing, bing!” 
rang out five shots from the cliffs be¬ 
low. This was the most dangerous 
point at the mouth of the river and 
was called the hell gap, for it was here i 
that so many fishermen had lost their i 
lives. i 

The swift receding current for jied a 
sort of maelstrom at the point of the 
rocks and when once fairly in its i 
clutches boats were swept like chaff 
into the breakers and disappeared like 
shot thrown into the water. 

The life savers knew the signals as 
well as their alphabet and rushed to 
Die rescue like firemen to the call of , 
tire. And when the signal came for, 
Disappointment rocks the sturdy beys : 
lying off that point bent to their oars i 
with all their might. 1 

The life savers were divided up into 
crews and each of these divisions cov-. 
eied given points. The men selected 
for the most dangerous places were the 
most experienced and dared the ele- , 
ments as veteran soldiers face the death 
line in battle. 

While the rescuers were hurrying to 
the calls of distress the captain had as¬ 
cended to the lookout’s station. Day 
was already dawning and while signals 
were given at night by the discharge of 
firearms, they were given in day time 
with Hags from lookout point. 

With the advancing day the river 
and bay presented a busy appearance. 
A speck here to the natural eye was 
revealed tlirough the strong glasses to be 
a fisherman’s boat struggling with the 
nets or waves. Some were going, some 
were coming. Each was oblivions of 
the other. One was dashing to its 
ruin at another point and life savers 
were going to its rescue, while the men 
in danger were often unconscious of the 
fact. 

But in the work which was so com- | 
mon as to bring no excitement to the 
veteran captain of the crew he sur¬ 
veyed the waters as a general docs his 
battlefield. 

This morning, however, a change 
came over hie face. He saw a frail 
fisherman’s boat being swept toward 
Disappointment rocks. Standing up 
woiking hei useless oars with all her 
strength was Sankala. The glasses re¬ 
vealed her firm features and while she 
looked into the jaws of death she was 
as calm as the rocks which awaited her 
approach. Ringwold lay motionless 
in the boat. Whether dead or asleep 
the glasses did not disclose. It w>as 
evident that they had never reached 
the fish trap for the boat was as empty 
as it had been when they had first 
started out. 

The captain raised the signal flag 
high above his head and -^vaved it five 
times in succession.

TEXAS LEADS IN RAILROAOa 


Has Most Mileaac of Any 8tatc-Bj 
1050 Should l.ead In Population. 

It is soiithwcstward that the star of 
empire takes Its way, for Texas has 
this year passed Missouri in popula¬ 
tion, and there are now only four 
States that contain more people—New 
York, Pennsylvania, Illinois and Ohio. 
In area Texas is nearly a third larger 
than all four of them. .\t Die present 
rate of increase of population Texas 
will pass Ohio before i;'20, Illinois be¬ 
fore 19.W, Pennsylvania by 1040, and 
New York by lOoO, and become llio 
most populous State in the I’nion. If 
It were ns densely settled as New 
York now is, it would contain 41,(HK1,- 
900 souls; and,, when it becomes as 
densely populated ns England or Ger¬ 
many now it, it will contain O.'i.OOO.liOO. 
By the act of Gongress admitting It 
into the I'nlon, tlie State may bo di¬ 
vided into as many as five States 
whenever the people desire division; 
but division has never lieen seriously 
Iiroposed. 

Since 1800 Illinois has had more 
miles of railroad than any other State 
Oil this fall; but on Sept. 1 Texas ex¬ 
ceeded it, having now lI.rDT miles of 
main track. The exports from Gal¬ 
veston are now greater than the ex¬ 
ports from Philadelphia, Itultimqre or 
Boston. Only New York and New Or¬ 
leans make larger out-bound ship¬ 
ments. and Galveston will exceed New 
Orleans in a very short time, and be¬ 
come the second exporting city in 
America. Texas produces about one- 
third of our whole cotton crop. More 
whe,at is now shipped thence than from 
both New York and New Orleans. 
Galveston Is nearer the transmlssis- 
slppl wheat fields than any Atlantic 
port; and the Panama canal will bring 
it very much nearer than it now is 
to the Pacific ports both of North 
and South America. 

The growth of the Southwest is In¬ 
dicated by the steady moving of the 
center of population during the last 
census decade fourteen miles west¬ 
ward and three miles southward; and 
moving from Western Mlssissiiipl 
across the river. The development of 
our Southwest is a fair parallel, in 
some respects, to the magic growth of 
what w'e once called the West; tnit it 
goes on less noisily, liecause tninspor- 
tatton is cheaper and more rapid.— 
World’s Work.

'There Is always great danger In carry¬ 
ing a lighted lamp, especially in going 
up or down stairs, and so many peo¬ 
ple realize this danger that they pre¬ 
fer to use candles. The device shown 
here is simply an extinguisher for 
candles, being adjusted to exOngulsh 
the candle after a predetermined 
amount of the light lias been consum¬ 
ed. An alarm bell Is attached to the 
extinguisher, so that It may be sound¬ 
ed a few minutes before the extin¬ 
guisher can operate to enable the user 
to adjust it. The cap on the left of 
tbe handle is in the form of a hollow 
cone, pivotally hinged to the cylindri¬ 
cal bracket which is secured to the 
candle. A small prong projects upward 
from this bracket,’ resting against the 
candle, while another pivot pin on 
the opposite side presses into the can¬ 
dle a short distance above the prong. 
This pivot pin works in connecDon 
with a striking head for the bell, so 
that when the candle burns to the 
pivot pin the latter is released, permit¬ 
ting the head to strike the bell. When 
the candle burns further down to the 
prong, a colled spring releases the cup, 
which rises and descends over the 
flame of the candle, extinguishing It.
